Apologizing to Robert Frost and promising not to repost anything, I 
stopped this morning to admire a latter day recitation of an RME-152 
"converter" which is, by the description itself, a tuner and not a 
converter. 


These old boxes were the backbone of post war 2M activity. They were 
unstable and un sensitive and all together marginal, but far better than 
the SCR-522 receiver they replaced. The 2M crew of ‘52 and back used the 
SCR-522 TX at about 12W out.. There is a solid state mod, but I don't 
know anyone who has done it. 


Here is this morning's recounting of an RME-152 from an ad:

The RME-152 is a three band converter. It converts 10M, 6M and 2 meter 
bands 

down to 7 Mhz. It is tunable, that is you set the IF reviver to 7Mhz 
then 

set the bandswitch of the converter to one of 3 receive freq ranges such 
as 

28.00 to 30.00Mhz or 50.0 to 54.0Mhz or 144.0 to 148.00Mhz. The gear 
driven 

Illuminated dial on the RME-152 then will tune the freq selected. Since 
this 

is an rf down converter, your IF receiver then will de-modulate the 
incoming 

sigs. If you have a Sideband, FM and AM receiver then this down 
converter 

will receive those modes. It has 5 tubes in it. 6J6 loc oscillator mixer, 
a 

6AK5/403B ist r£ amp, a 6AK5 second rf amp, a 5Y3 rect and a VR150 
voltage 

reg tube for the oscillator. 


There are "bal" input connections for "LO" (loband straight thru) 10, 6, 
and 

2M, and there is a "bal" output cable that goes to the IF receiver. The 
input 

and outputs look like they are 300 ohms. You could use one or several of 
the 

ubiquitous 750hm to 300 ohm wide band TV xfmers to convert to a 50 ohm 
sys, 

or use with an older receiver with the bal input. 


There is some rust on top of the steel cabinet. The front panel is in 
good 
shape, however some of the printed lettering on the front panel is worn. 


Specifically the switch that says "IN" "OUT" is worn. I just got thru 
testing 

it out and It works quite well. NOT like modern stuff but it has about a 
Tu 

volt sensitivity (surprised me) except on 2M, there it's about 2 u volts. 
It 

is grey crackel and could be repainted. 


This is a great companion for the Johnson 6 and 2 xmitter that runs off a 


Ranger. Boy 30 years ago I would have given my left arm for that kind of 
setup. Now it's collectable, the RME not my arm.

Hi, Hue (and the list)! 


A lot of pure-dee *sparkx rigs were not keyed very fast, both for 
readbility and because of excessive wear on the keying contacts (the 
thumping big keying relay for a larger commercial spark rig is also a bit 
slow). Radio code of the day tended to be a little "heavy," as well, with 
longer dits than used on landlines. 


On bugs, xI* think they are splendid devices, well worth knowing how to 
use. Easily the most expressive instrument still capable of sending good 
code (sideswipers are a little xtoox expressive for most of us!). One 
thing, though, my if new Blue Racer is a representative sample, you'll 
want an extra weight to get the dit speed under 20 wpm. Used bugs vary 
widely--differing makes and various user mods have different 
characteristics. A Vibroplex "Original" with the reed filed can get 
pretty slow with the stock two weights, while my TACo "hole in the wall" 
bug wants to talk xreallllly* fast. An extra bug weight is ten bucks well 
spent--there's nothing worse than 4Qwpm dits on 15 wpm Morse. ;) (Oh, 
maybe a QLF, mistuned Hartley from a ship in heavy seas...!) 

Really fast folks looking for something a bit different might want to 
look at the JA-made "GHD" bugs. Expensive but said to have excellent 
handling at extreme speeds.

Thanks for the thoughtful reply. I primarily use my homebrew metered iso 
transformer/ variac / with three wire grounded case for service work on 
radios including ungrounded two-wire receivers and entertainment sets (the 
typical AC-DC as well as hot-chassis marine receiver sets). A walk across 
the carpet can generate a serious static shot, perhaps enough to puncture 
the insulation on the iso transformer. My thinking was that a static drain 
might prevent such insulation stress. The series neon bulb idea was as 
current limiter because I don't quite trust a single resistor to not 
carbonize itself to a near short. I have not seen commercial iso 
transformers that use a static drain resistor, but it couldn't hurt to 
connect one from the secondary to the safety ground.

Hi! 


If you can find two kinds of paint that xreallyx don't like each other, 
you can make ‘em wrinkle up by appling one over the other while the first 
coat is still wet--think I did this by accident with lacquer over enamel, 
or maybe the other way around; but it was cheap dimestore paint and who 
knows what the chemistries were. (Very nasty-smelling, btw). You can end 
up with paint that will not dry and other undesired outcomes--best to 
experiment. 

You can get a nice xspatter*x finish by using a fast-drying enamel (and 
some lacquers), starting with a well-warmed thing-to-be-painted, and 
spraying from a distance away, in short spurts and/or while shaking the 
can, breaking up the smoth flow of paint into droplets. It's a little 
tricky, results vary with the kind of paint & temperature/humidity 
variables, but you can get anything from an almost "leatherette" look to 
something akin to a very fine-grain wrinkle finish with some luck and 


practice. 

A good xsharp* grey, black or brown wrinkle finish (all available 
colors) can be oversprayed with xlight* coats of the desired color. Mind 
you don't fill in the wrinkles! 


Above from paints available in the US--as has been pointed out, other 
countries may use differing formulations. Best to noodle around with 
what's avalable and see; I came up with the spatter finish tricks when 
absent-mindedly shaking a spray can while painting.

I haven't - but am trying a different approach by first applying one of the 
commercial black wrinkle paints, then over-spraying with the desired color. 
I have had trouble with the wrinkle paint before, but tonight I used the 
Krylon brand, applied three coats 5 minutes apart per the label 


instructions, and after 15 minutes in the oven at 150 degrees F - I hada 
perfect wrinkle. (I think the key is in making sure the surface is 
absolutely clean - I sanded it down to bare aluminum with a random orbit 
sander). After a couple of days drying time I should know if the 
over-spray approach is going to work.

I have 
re-finished a number of steel cabinets (SW-3, FB-7 and the like) and found 
that washing them in tri-sodium phosphate (or whatever the equivalent is 
these days) made them squeaky clean and the wrinkle process worked FB. Don't 
know about aluminum though! Would TSP cause an unwelcomed reaction????

Used to 
sand aluminum with fine emery cloth & denatured alcohol, then rinse in 
xhotx water, dry with heat, and paint it while it was still warm. Seemed 
to work well, the paint stuck tight and looked good. Have to be careful 
not to fingerprint the metal when it's freshly cleaned.
